The Metrojiolis Thronged With Visit- 
ors— Investitures of Birthday 
Honors— Hyde Park. 



Telephone Service Between LondoD, 
Edinburgh, Belfast and Dublin- 
Sporting 1 — Valuable Book 



(Coirospondonco Assooiatod Press.) 
London, June 15. — Strange as it may 
fleom, in spite of tho fact that London ia 
moro thronged with visitors and tourists 
than for sevoral years past, there is a gen- 
eral complaint that this aoaaon ia not up to 
tho highwater mark of former years. It ia 
olaimod this is due to tho paucity of court 
funotionB, tho frequent absence of various 
brunches of thoroyal family from tho capital, 
and last, hut not least, the fact that many 
great Eoglieh families aro still compollod to 
curtail thoir expenses considerably In viow 
of Iobbob of various descriptions duo to tho 
hardness of the times, resulting in tho con- 
traction of rent rolls and other Bitch incon- 
veniences. Aa the reBult of this economical 
spirit prevailing in tho uppor cirolos, none 
of the ontortainmenrs givon have approach- 
od in lavi8hnosB thoso of former days. 
Naturally this stato of affiirB has oaused a 
Ijood deal of grumbling among tho bwoII 
West End tradosmen, but they are somo- 
what making up for it by catering to tho 
crowdB of rich or woll to-do visitors from 
the United States and oleewhere. 

Then again in social circles tho old com- 
plaint is again hoard that tho young men 
who appear ab tho balls are recruited from 
tho highways, and that tho really smart 
young men will nob dance and aro daily he- 
coming more ditTJoult to pleaso. As a proof 
of this assertion it is stated that for tho 
recent ball tho Marchioness of Londonderry 
herself sent out invitations to oOO bacholors 
and yot she only secured tho attendance of 
150 of them. 

Anothor marked featuro of tho season is 
the declining popularity of Hydo park aB an 
outing ground. This may bo duo largely to 
the fact that bicycles have superBoded horses 
to a great oxtont, and it is found to be more 
diverting to watch tho wheel riders 
in Battorsoa park than to watoh eques- 
trians in Rotten Row. Indeod, it 
Is quito " tho thing " to picnio in 
Uuteraoa park, whloh was formerly 
looked upon as quito a plobean resort, and 
especially to breakfast thero. So far aa bus- 
iness is conoorned tho shopkoepora' only sal- 
vation, it is said, lies in the Americans, who 
are arriving hero in larger numbers this soa- 
Bon than over before. Asa result of this In- 
flux of transatlantic visitors, the various 
prominent hotels of London during tbo past 
fow dayB havo been doing a really phenom- 
enal business. The man»gors of the four 
largest hostelries have beon interviewed on 
tho subject, and thoy join in saying that 
novor bofore, in June, has there been suoh a 
rush of ocean travellers in London. 

Hundreds of people have boon turned 
away from the big hotels, and among them 
wero many passengers of the new Amerioan 
steamship Sb. Louis, which fine vessel com- 
pleted her maiden trip aoroSB tho Atlantic 
on Thursday morning. Incidentally It may 
bo mentioned that many of the passengers 
of tho St. Louis had trying experiences after 
arriving in, London. With their baggage, 
largo and small, plied outside and inside 
cabs, they spent Thursday driving about 
tho oity looking for accommodations ab tho 
hotels. Naturally this state of affairs is 
causing tho hotel men of tho British capital 
to swell with pride, and they say thoy aro 
more convinced every year that London is 
taking tho placo which Paris formorly occu- 
pied in tho hearts of tho Americans for shop- 
ping purpoios. Bo that as It may, thero is 
no doubt that all tho American tourists are 
making a longer stay than usual. 

So far aB fashion la concerned it is noticed 
that tho hata of the ladieB aro becoming 
moro and moro startling as the noaeon ad- 
vances. For instance a fashionable Wost- 
lind miliner displays " tho very latest " in 
head gear. Poised on its front is a dovo 
with outBtretohod wings around a stall 
rivioro of diamonds. 

Tho invostituro for birthday honors whioh 
will ho attendod by now knightB is to bo 
hold by the Queen at Windsor CaBtlo dur- 
ing tho first week in July. The ceremony 
promisca to be moro interesting than usual. 
Tho newly made knights will attend a 
luncheon whioh is to bo Bpread in tho 
famous Waterloo chamber of Windsor 
Castle. At 3 o'clock in tho afternoon on 
tho day selected thoy will repair to the 
white drawing room, whoro in presence of 
tho officials and a number of distinguished 
visitors, the Quoen will porform tho oub- 
tomary ooromnny of investitnro. 

Reports which havo reached hero Bhow 
that Durham waB viBitod by a hoavy frost 
WtdneBday night last, causing great injury 
to tho cropa. 

A tolophono lino from London to Edin- 
burgh, Belfast, Glasgow and Dublin was 
opened thlB week with much coromony. 
Rt. Hon. Arnold Morloy, postmastor- 
gouoral, was the Crab to speak ovor tho now 
lino to the Lord Provoat in Edinburgh and 
introduced him to the Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don, Sir Joseph Renala, who alao congratu- 
lated tho Lord Provost. Similar oompli- 
menta woro exchanged with other oities. 
The charges for three minute conversations 
with Edinburgh or Glasgow are 4s. 61. 
($1 87), and with Llvorpool 2s. 6d. (G2 
cents). 

Tho Bimetallio League is about to movo 
into big offices and will make a largo addi- 
tion to tho numbor of its olorks. Tho loague 
is vory active at prosent and is Bending out 
great numbora of pamphlota to all riartB. 

At tho auotlon salo of Lord Orford's books 
at South Ebys, during tho wock tho socond 
folio of Shakespearo brought £540. This ia 
believed to bo the highest price on record. 

Nows recoivod horo from Florence, Italy, 
says a dotormlned attempt haa boen made 
to minimize the rcconb oarthquako, as tho 
city absolutely depends upon ita Amoricnn, 
English and Rusaian visitors. Tho lottor 
addB, Floronoe is in a dangerously shaky 
condition, evon tho churches and museums 
showing many oracks. Thoro ore signs of 
desolation everywhere. 

Tho Cornell crew whioh is to compote at 
tho Henley regatta seems to bo Bottling 
down to good work on tho Thames. The 
illustrated nowBpapors this week devote 
muoh spaco to illustrations of tho crow and 
the comments of tho nowspapors generally 
aro kindly. Bub littlo pains In taken to 
oonoeal tho belief, thab tho English oaramon 
have a slight fear of being defoatod. 

What excites tho greatost intorest in 



sporting oircles is tho proposed viaib of tho 
Oxford-Cimbrldge athletic toam to the 
United States. Tho sporting and other 
paperB all devoto much spaoe to discussing 
tho propoaod events. After commenting at 
length on the suggested contest, the Sport- 
ing and Dramatic News Bays: " Ab if to 
emphasizo tho desiro for international com- 
petitions wo have the Cornell crew 
here. To journoy 3,000 miles aud keep 
more than a dozen men In England for 
a month ia no light undertaking, and 
is a decided indication of the sporting spirit 
whiah aotuutes Cornell. Tho Amerlaans 
have always boen moro pluoky In oomlng 
here. So ib is about time that England 
should cross the Atlantic" Tho coming 
Oxford and Cambridge sports promiBo to bo 
of special interest in viow of the ohullongo of 
the English universities. 

Tho London athletio olub, whoao team 
will also viait America, defeated Oxford last 
week, and yesterday at Cambridge won Bix 
out of nine events. Tho programme was 
oxaotly tho same as in tho intor-uuiversity 
sports, and tho results indicate that Cam- 
bridge will defeat Oxford. Downer, of tho 
London athletic club, won tho 100 yards 
dash in 10| seconds. Barry, of tho London 
athletic olub, pub bho weighb 40 feet 9 
inches, and Breymn, of Cambridge, ,"J7 feet 
1 inch. Lutgens, of Cambridge, won tho 
mllo run in 4 minutes 24 Booonds. In the high 
jump, Williams, of tho London athletic club, 
soored 5 foot 8 inohes. In tho 120 yards 
hurdle, ten flights, Shaw, of tho London 
Athletio Club, won in 16 seoonds. In tho 
long jump, MoHemingway, of Cambridge, 
was tho winner, with 20 foot 9>j inches. The 
greatest BUrprlBe of the day was the quarter 
mile run, in whioh Fitzrobort, the new Cam- 
bridge captain, boat tho famous London 
Athletic Club and British champion at 440 
and 880 yards, E. C. Bredin, by threo yards 
in 50.} seconds. In the hammor throwing, 
Barry, of the London Athletio Club, won 
with 126 feet 5 inches. In the three mllo 
run, Munro, of tho London Athletic Club, 
came in first In 14 minutcB 48 1 5 seconds. 

A boilor explosion in the Rodcar lion 
Works near GuyBboro, Yorkshire, to-day, 
roBultcd in the doath of nlno persons and in 
serious injury to others. Thirteen out of 
the fifteen boilers exploded. The maaonry 
wns hardly ono hundred yards away and a 
volume of boiling water a yard deep poured 
ovor the workman. Tho damage done will 
umounb to about $250,000. Latest ro- 
porta from tho sceno of the disaBtor Bhow 
that twonty persona wero injured, and, in 
a IdibUn, 400 pecaons have been thrown oub 
of employment. 

Advices from Madrid say the royal assent 
was given to-day to a bill adopted by the 
senate on Wednesday last authorizing the 
government to raiso incase of need a loan of 
bIx hundred million pesetas on account of 
Cnbi. Ib is believed veBaols will be pur- 
chased abroad and sent to Cuba to more 
thoroughly patrol the coast of the island. 

The director of customs at Paris reports 
that during the first five months of the 
present year French imports dooreaaed 
240,030,000 franca as compared with tho 
oorrespondlng poriod of 1894 On the othor 
hand exports increased 100,000,000 francs 
during the firsb five months ot 1895 

It Ib reported at Paris thab some difficulty 
has arisen between Franco and the republic 
of San Domingo in oonsequenoe of tho coin- 
age and olroulatlon by the latter government 
of nickel money boaring an cfBgy of the 
Fronoh republic 

Tho Sb. Potoreburg correspondent ot the 
London Times telegraphs to that paper that 
ib is almost certain that Russia will take no 
aotion to compel reforms by Turkey in Ar- 
menia. 

Tho Karlsruhe Zsitung says that the 
Grand Duchy of Baden alao doos nob desiro 
an international bimetallic conference. 



SUSPECTED MUKDER. 

A Resident of Colborne Arrested on Sus- 
picion of l'olsonlnc Ills Wife. 

Port Colborne, June 15. — (Speoial)— A 
farm laborer namod Footo is at prosent in 
jail charged with tho theft of a pair of shoes, 
a charge which has been ontorod In order to 
detain him until tho polics can investigate 
a murdor of which it ia Bupposod ho is 
guilby. For tho laab bwolvo years Foote haa 
been liviLg with Mra. Nelson, whom ho re- 
presented aB his wife. They woro not a 
bappy couplo. Last month when Footo was 
at a fair in Trenton he met Mro. Pilkoy, a di- 
vorced woman, whom he took homo with him. 
Two nominal wives and ono man and a 
limited incomo did not constitute a happy 
homo. On tho 18th ultimo, while Foote 
waB working in tho fiolds ho rocoivod word 
that wife No. 1 was dying. On his arrival 
ho found her in convulsions, but inBtead of 
sonding for a doctor borrowed some stout 
atrapa from a neighbor and aeourod hor in a 
motionlosa position in bod and left her to 
die alono. Tho application for a burial 
coi'tifioato was refused and tho caao was in- 
vestigated, with tho rosutt that Footo Is in 
jail and Mrs. Pilkoy is undor surveillance 
until the result of the analysis of Mtb Nol- 
son's stomach is kn"wn. The locil doctor 
bolloves that tho unfortunato woman was 
poieoned with sugar of load, a bottlo of 
whioh was found in Footo'B houso,

Where They Are Banished Upon 
Whom Lejirosy Has Set Its 
Murk aud Curse. 



Seven Doomed Chinese Now Constitute 
the population— Notes of a 
Keceiit Visit. 



At a point about oighteon miles from Vic- 
toria and ulmoat in the direct path of steam, 
era plying batweon thiB city and Vancouver 
is a little green island on whioh soven unfor- 
tunate human boinga are prisoners for life. 
The rippling blue waters of the Gulf of 
Georgia, Instead of walls of Btone, hedge 
them about, and though eaoh day they can 
see the smoko of pissing steamers and can 
almost read their names, they know that 
none will over stop to bear them b.iok to 
freodom and oivlllzitlon. Yet thoy aro not 
criminals ; it) ia diseaao not wrong doing 
that has caused their bauiahmcnt from tho 
world. For them there is no pardon, there 
is no rescue, there is no hopo, no pity, no 
oscapo These Boven form the leper colony 
of D^rcey inland, and through all tho cen- 
turies no euro hua yet beon found to heal 
the lepers' ejjutB. 

It is not to very long ago that this luzir- 
etto was established by tho municipal gov- 
ernment of Victoria, in order to provont tho 
spread of the loathsome diseuso among the 
Aaia'io population and its possible trans- 
mission 10 i he whites, yot few indeed oven 
in Victoria know or euro where tho plugno- 
strickon mm have gone, or how thty live, 
or how they die. The ratepayers havo a 
hazy ujuleratcndk^ that there is aluzirotto 
somewhere near, lor they havo paid for its 
ostablieh.nent and continue to contribute for 
Its maintenance. They aro, for tho most 
part, content with this siinplo knowledgo of 
an unpleasant fact If thoy are over curioua 
as to where th.3 money goes, thoy may on 
inquiry ascertain that every three months a 
small harbor steamer chartered by tho cor- 
poration bears the municipal hoalth officer, 
Dr. Duncan, and tho sanitary luapeo'or, M. 
J. Coolie, on a visit of inspection, aud loaves 
the stores that aro required to keep tho 
lepers alive until the next coming of tho 
ateamor. Theao aro tho only breaks in tho 
terrible, hopeless monotony of tho lepers' 
living death. 

One of these otihlal visits was recently 
mado, and tho dootor allowed tho writor 
to accompany him. He had seen two of the 
lepers prior to their banishment to tho luzi- 
retto and was curious to note the progress 
tho dlsesso had made. Then, too, 
ho had never seou men with whom hope 
had become an utterly meaningless word, 
and was anxious to learn how they could 
live on, havini; nothing to live for; how 
they employed their tiuio or stayed their 
handB from self-destruction when they felt 
tho tightening hs.nd of tho plaque from 
which there is no cscapo. Wo went out ouo 
bright, beautiful Sunday morning, selecting 
that day aa a matter of convenience, and 
the trip being taken about a fortniuht earlier 
than usual, ub tho doctor was desirous of 
noting tho progress of tho disoaao in the 
most advanced caoa under observation, and 
knew that death might oome at any time 
and rob him of his opportunity. The 
trip was mado in glorious spring 
Bunshine, and as the steamer cast 
anchor in tho little sheltered bay on 
which tho leper settlement is established, 
first one and thon another of the lepers 
could lij seen slowly moving out from their 
oablns and following with their gaze the 
movements of those aboard. Then tho land- 
ing boat waa lowered, and uo tho party ap- 
proached shore the dootor counted tho 
population. 

"One— two — four — six," ho Baid ; " that's 
strange, there should bo eight," 

A moment later the boat gratod on the 
beach and the Interpreter was atriving to 
anBwerhalf a dozen questions simultaneous 
ly aBked by the Bix exiles - did ho bring let- 
ters from homo ; was the dootor going to 
tako them away ; did he bring tho chess- 
men he had promised ; had he any opium ; 
how fared tho loved ones with whom there 
mighb bo no reunion 5 

Then tho landing of stores oommonced 
and the doctor and the writer bogan 
thoir respective work. Wa wanted 
to obtain a knowledgo of each indi- 
vidual case and photographs of the 
leperB, and this cou d only bo accomplished 
by diplomacy, for tho stricken ones aro in- 
clined to bo rebellious and roaent interro- 
gation. 

" Tell them wo want to look into their 
case and see how many of them are fit to 
bo sent homo to China," the doctor said to 
the interpreter, and as soon as this had been 
translated all obstaoloa wore removed. Per- 
haps It was cruel ; perhaps on tho other 
hand it was Christian charity to let tin m 
hope a little longer. 

First, in <i tiiry was mado for tho " Now 
York Cninaman," as ho had been chriBteuod, 
his being tho worst case of all and this 
patient having como originally from New 
York. He it waa that was brought ovor 
tho Canadian Pacific in a crut.e bo that none 
might come in contact with him, and he It 
wi»8 that the dootor waa most curious to 
see. 

" He's gone," explained the lepers laconic- 
ally. " Ten days ago — -wo buried him." 

Tho statement was simply ouo of fact and 
tho manner of its making was one of utter 
indifference. The other ub^enteo was re- 
ported in his cabin " Bulkinp." 

" Ho no beon hero lour/," explained one of 
tho older members of tho oniony " He 
como threo months ago, that's all, Now ho 
run through tho woods and cry nil tho night ; 
by'm'by ho not, mind so much.'" 

All being acoounted for, the photograph- 
ing and examination oommenoed, tho doctor 
taking minute notes of the ap.cial character- 
istics of eaoh case for the edification ot hia 
professional brethren whilo I duvotod my- 
self to an inspection of tho Inland. 

A pretty spot it is — a little verdant dot in 
tho blno water. It contains aomo four hun- 
dred acres, of which not moro than two or 
thrno havo boon cleared of their forest 
growth. Near tho beach stand the build- 
ings, and in front are stacked piles of neatly 
cut driftwood. Chickens aud dnoks aro 
running about everywhere, and two captive 
crown flutter thoir hodrngglod wingB against 
the burs of very small cupua fashioned uut of 
diacurded bitouit boxeo. 

" What for," was aBked, at tho same timo 
pointing tn tho prisoned birds, " What for 
you got him f" 

Tho explanation is thut- no long as tltoso 
hosUgeB aro held tbe.othor orows will not 
vonturo noar to disturb tho pardon. And 
thoro la a world of pathos in the furthor ex- 
planation — 

" By'm' by wo lob him go — thon ho fly 
away homo." 

The buildings include a goncral storo- 
houso in which ia kept tho oommon stock of 
supplies ; tho living quarters ore dotaohod— 
divided Into Httlo ooll-llko cablnB.ono for each 
lopor, and containing oach a bod, a etovo, a 
table and tho personal effects and most 
ohorlshed poaaaBslons of tho oocupant. Hero 
ho cooks his own meals at long aa he la ablo,

B'aepa, roada, does whatevor ho can to kill 
the timo that separates him from death. 

At the back ot the row if oabiua is tho 
garden in whioh tho lepers tako their chief 
prido. It has bjeu mado and is cared for 
by them, and now furnishes uu abundant 
supply of v.'getab'oa ail tho yoar. Tho 
lepers oon'd in fact gto.v much moro than 
thoy do, bu': as they could have no w.iy of 
disposing nf a eurplus they are satisfied to 
provide a sufficiency only. Small fruits, 
too, are Hiurishing, and a young oiciord 
gives promise of plenty of tipples anil pears 
aud aprlcota for thoao who come to tho 
laziretto after its present ilIi ibitauts have 
Btttiefied the debt of nature. 

Thai tho unfortuuatts have plenty to eat 
and lo wear is evidenced by the fact; that 
tho storohouse contains mauy as yot un- 
opened btigt and bcxen ; that luxuries as 
well as necessaries ate provided ib shown by 
a heap of emptied tins over in one corner — 
preserved fruitB, condensed cream, jam, 
even honey, for tho authorities believe in 
making the lot of their uuhuppy charges as 
comfortable uh possible under tho circum- 
stances. 

" They'ro bettor off than half tho white 
pooplo these hard times," is the philosophi- 
cal observation c.f Inspector Coulin, who 
takes couoiderablo pride in his treatment of 
the lepers, " that is, io a way. of course. 
They havo all they want to eat and drink, 
little or nothing to do, and nothing to worry 
them. Oh yes, they're fairly contented — or 
would be if wo'd keep them supplied wilh 
opium. I'm going to givo thorn that too — 
thoy might us well havo whatever happi- 
ness thiro is in it, poor devils." 

With which oomowhat paradoxical stuto- 
mentof ihe ease Mr. Coulin returns to the 
unlnadii c of hio quar'er'e supplies. 

Tho iaces of tho lepora do not indicate 
contentmont. They do not indicate any- 
thing. All emotion Bteniu killed, an<! ns the 
ravages of tho disease progress tho p n- vic- 
tim seems littlo by little to become I. »i and 
lesB a human being. When first tuk-n to 
the laziretto he roalizis the infiulte horror 
of his potition and for the time is a frenzied 
rrudman Thou conns tho hysterical 
stage; and afterwards the dull, deadoned, 
hopeless waiiiug for death. Mechanically 
the victims of tho plague porform accus- 
tomod tasks, daily returning a little nearer 
to primitive existence. Snaring the wild 
pheasant, trapping tho miuk, or searching 
the Holds for roots and herbs of medicinal 
value constitute their chiof diversions. The 
advanced caseB aro but breathing embodi- 
ments of disease — Buffering anlmalB, dead al- 
ready to all the impulses and feelings that 
raise men above tho brutes. Unclean they 
are in very truth— tho ono word describes as 
no other can tho characteristic foaturo ot 
the loutbsomo disease. 

As a general rule it is tho hands and foot 
that firsc havo withered, totted and dropped 
a - .7ay. In ono or two cases, however, tho 
face has first been attacked and tho use of 
the limbs haB remained to compensate for 
the loss of nose and lips and ears. The 
seven patients represent tho three distinot 
forms of leprosy, but to the non-proresslcnal 
eye thoro is littlo difference between them. 
All havo the samo dry, horrible, scaly skin 
— the samo dead hands and feet into which 
a pin may bo puehod clear to its head with- 
out any pain being caused. All have, too, 
the same peculiar musenlar twitching of the 
eyes, and all display tho samo eagerness to 
deny that it Is leprosy that has cursed them 
and la inch by inoli claiming their bodies. 

Nip Sing is sure that his feet rotted away 
becaufo ho worked fur a long time in watery 
Bwampland ; Fong Sin Loi sayH it was han- 
dling the pick and shovel that mado his 
hands soro— that is all. Chin Wah Yuen 
blames poisonous ivy for his misfortunes, 
and Lang Nung says it was frostbite in the 
Manitoba winter. None will admit that it 
is leprosy, or at all ovenls that tho curee 
has boon inherited — oach is willing to ullow 
that all hla fellowa aro plaguo-stricken, but 
not himsolf. With hlmso.f it is alwayB 
Bomoihin;; else, although bo like. 

But as tho tUys go by they waste away, 
growing constantly weukor and woakor until 
some intercurrent diseuso releases them from 
their sufforing, and anothor rudo gravo is 
made In tho woods and there is ono leBS in 
tho cabins. Leprosy seldom if over is the 
direct cause of a lepor's doatb. 

Ono would naturally think that being so 
close to civilization tho lepers would find 
little difficulty in o.tcuping from their island 
prison. Thoy soldom try tho experiment, 
however. Intelligent energy is gone and 
tho lepers know that no help can bo had 
from thoir '.-^low- country men, to whom a 
leper Is to day what ho waa a thousand 
years ago- -ono to bo drivon forth into tho 
desort. Only one escape has li;on mado or 
attempted sim: 'tie D»roey islund station 
was establlbb- , ...ud that about fix months 
uizo. There was a doubt amongst the Chin- 
ese aB to tho ger uincneas of the case, and 
the leper's friends carried him awuy from 
tho island In a sloop, eeoreted him in China- 
town for weeks, and ultimately disappeared 
with him The death rato among the 
lepers during tho tbroo years tho lnz-»retto 
hua been in exlstor.ee, has been about Bixty 
por cent, and the moet rap d progress of 
t he disease noted was observed In the oase 
of tho only white man who has yot been 
condemned to the island. Ho contracted 
the plaguo from a Chinese woman only 
about ono yoar hifjro it terminated hie. life. 
Strange to say there havo boon no stiicidcB 
among the lepers, and no attempts. 

Dr. Goorgo II Duncan, in whoso charge 
the Btution is, is carefully studying the 
many Btrango phases whioh tho littlo-undor- 
stood " curto of t ho E ist " present b. 

" Juat now, ho nayn, " the beat wo can do 
in to iaolafo tho poor sufferers, for tho pro- 
tection of tho public, and muko their fow 
weeks or months here a8 comfortable as wo 
can. Wo aro, as to treatment, just whero 
wo woro a ecoro of conturies ago, but medi- 
cal Ecionco ia making many strange dlacov- 
erloB, and I don't think wo should despair of 
finding a ouro ovon for leprosy. vVhon it 
does como It will bo along the lino of inocu- 
lation if I am nob very much mistaken."

AN IMPORTANT QUESTION. 

How fur rocroatlon on Sunday is per- 
missible ia a question on which there ia 
great difference of opinion in every com- 
munity. Tho proaecution of aome young 
men for playing golf on the Lord's Day gavo 
rlae to much diaouaaion on tho aubjeot of 
Sabbath observance in Toronto. Tho fol- 
lowing letter is tho contribution of Pro- 
fessor GoldwlD Smith to the interesting and 
Important controversy. Dr. Smith it, if 
our memory servos us, a member of the 
Church of England. He ia allowed on all 
hands to bo a good man, as well aa an accom- 
plished scholar and a very able writer. 
This ia tho letter, which we clip from tho 
Winnipeg Free Press. It was originally 
addressed, if wo do not mistake, to the 
editor of tho Toronto World : 

Sir, — Several members of the Golf Club 
aro reported as having boon brought up be- 
fore the magistrate for breaking the law re- 
specting the obsorvanoe of the Lord's day by 
playing golf on Sunday, Had they been 
taking a dull walk, riditig on horaobuck, or 
driving in a carriage, without any roligioua 
thoughta in their minds; talking and amok 
ing, porhapa talking acandal in their club; 
roading French novels, or writing lotters on 
worldly subjects, they would not have been 
offending against tho law. Tho only thing 
apparently whioh tho law condemns ia 
game; the only thing which it aeouroa ia 
gloom. Even ohildren must not play on 
Sunday, and they aro apt accordingly to 
dread the day. Thia Sunday quoation la of 
the highoat importanoo and we ought to be 
able to dlscusa it without acrimony 
or imputations of wrong motivea 
either side. For my part I moat 
heartily acknowledge tho good in 
tontiona of thoao who deairo to uphold 
tho preaent system, and the correctness of 
thoir practical conclusions aupposing their 
promises to be sound. If there is a divine 
command forbidding amusements, in them 
Bolves harmless, to bo enjoyed on a Sunday, 
wo Bhall all admit that wo ought to obey it 
If thero ia not a divine command, we aro all 
free ; isnd, if we aro free, wa must respect 
each other's freedom. It ia a mistake, 1 
venture to submit, to assume thab the pie. 
for a free Sunday is merely a plea for 
license. It ia a plea for mental and moral 
health. An ordinary man caanot do with 
out a certain amcunt of pleasure. The 
oharaotor of an ordinary man to whom 
ploasure was denld would bioome melan- 
choly, morose and liable to moral aberra- 
tion. Tho only quoation is whether 
tho pleasure "ball bo healthy, ai 
that of golf, or any othor out of 
door gamo is, or unhealthy, aa are 
aomo of thoao modes of killing time 
to which a atriot Sunday law condemnB or 
dinary men. Hardly anybody, it may be 
preaumed, now maintaina that wo aro di- 
vinely commanded to koop tho Jowiah Sab 
bath. Nobody except a Jew dooa in fuct 
koop or protend lo koep it. The reaaouB 
givon for tho institution in tho Fourth Com- 
mandmontshow plainly thab it waa intended 
for a primitive peoplo. We are under no 
moro obligation to keep the Jewish Sabbath 
than wo aro to koop the Feast of Tabernaclea 
or tho Feaat of Trumpota. On the words of 
St. Paul in Coloaaiaua ii, 1G (Let no man 
therefore judgo you in moat or iD drink, or 
in rospeot of an holy day, or of tho new 
moon, or of tho Sabbath days), Doan Alford, 
than whom thoro Is no bettor or moro ortho- 
dox authority, aaya that, " if the ordinance 
of tho Sabbath, In any form, had been of 
laating obligation on tho Christian church, 
it would bavo boon quite impossible for 
tho apoatlo to have epoken thua." 
Tho abBonco of other roforonco 
to tho Sabbath in tho Epistles 
has boon noted aa ovidenco of its diauao. If 
tho dean's remark iu true and tho Sabbath ia 
no longor obligatory, why should wo allow 
ita Bhadow any moro than that of any othor 
abrngatod institution to darkon our life V 
Our aeathotio Sunday ia of Puritan origin, 
und tho Purltan'a waa an Old Testament 
roligion. Ho waa, beaidea, animated by a 
dcaire of opposing what ho thought a 
Sariptural ordinance to tho uuBoriptural 
fostivala and faata of tho Roman calendar. 
Bishop Morton, ono of tho boat repreaont- 
ativoa of Christianity in tho roign of James 
I , and a decided Protestant, the question 
boing referred to him by tho Kiug, decided 
thab nothing must ba allowed whioh would 
disturb tho congregation during tho houra 
of churoh aorvico ; but that, on tho othor 
hand, lb muat be left to everyone's con- 
Bolonoo to dooido whether ha would or would 
not take part in tho cuatomury amuaemontB, 
whioh included archery and dancing on tho 
groen, when tho aorvico was over. Of courao, 
tho good prolato would not have constrained 
or advisod any poraona to take part in 



tho amuBomenta whoso spiritual nature call- 
ed them to higher things. It aeema to me 
that thia is tho compromise to whioh — and, 
let us hope, without breach of aooial peace 
or Christian charity — wo shall come. Some 
parishes In England, I believe, have oome to 
it already, Proposals of a compromise un- 
fortunately seldom are wehome, and with 
relation to tho car question, they aro at 
onco cast asido ; but the result in that case 
will probably bo 'that tho opponents of Sun- 
day oars will have reason to regret their do- 
termination to stand or fall by inexorable 
prohibition. It is needless and might not 
be becoming on my part, to warn the clergy 
against overbending tho bow and connect- 
ing Christianity iu its hour of trial with a 
restraint on innocent enjoyment, and with 
a gloom of which thero la no appoaranco in 
tho goBpel. Goldwin Smith. 

The subject of thia letter ia a praoiical 
ono, and ono on which every person who Ib 
desirous to do right should do hia boat to 
form an intelligent opinion. It ia wrong aa 
woll aa fooliah for anyono to condemn or to 
ridicule thoao who differ with him on the 
subject of Sabbath observance. It will be 
observed that Dr. Smith, although ho haa 
decided opinions on the subject und is roady 
to give hia reasons for them, haB not one 
word of censure or derision for those whoso 
views are different from his own. He 
evidently thinks that ovoryono ahould 
bo fully porauaded in his own mind 
and ahould act aa his convictions dic- 
tate. Thoso who boliovo that it is 
wrong to take any rearoation on Sunday 
ahould, as long aa thoy are of that opinion, 
abstain from rocroatlon on that day. Wo 
aro Btrongly of opinion that there is nothing 
more demoralizing than for unyono to con- 
tinuo doing whab ho or eho believes to bo 
sinful. To thoao who think it wrong to 
join in a Sunday excursion or to play golf or 
any othor gamo In Itself harmloss on that 
day, itjs wrong, and they would be happier 
and bettor if they observed tho Lord's day 
in tho way thoir oonaciences toll them is 
right. Bub their duty, we aubmlt, does not 
rcquiro them to condemn others whoso 
opiniona are different from thoir own, or to 
interfere with thoir aotion. 



THE INTOLERANT MOSLEMS. 

The Arabs aro disgusted with tho precau- 
tions thab the authorities, at the Instance of 
tho Weatern nations, are taking to preserve 
tho health of the pilgrima to Mocoa and to 
prevent tho eproad of the cholera to the 
nations of tho West. Their Indignation at 
the ohanges that wore being made found 
vont In an attack on tho foreign consuls at 
Joddah, in which ono of them, tha Eoglish 
consul, lost hia life. Jieaidea being Ignorant 
and Buporatitious, tbo Bedouins aro spirit- 
ually proud and fioroely intoleranb. They 
stigmatize Europeans and Christiana aa 
'infidels," and to show tho contompb in 
which they hold tho non-Mahomodan 
strangers thoy revile them in tho strongest 
terms and apeak of them aa " dogs." It is 
not hard to understand how thoso proud 
bigots would resent being oompolled to con- 
form to atraDge regnlationa tho object of 
which was beyond their comprohonsion when 
they found out that the obnoxious rules 
were made ab tho instigation of thoso 
" dogs of infodela " whoso hand thoy now 
soe everywhere in the East. They do not 
want infidol customs or infidel aoionoo or in- 
fidel interference in their holy places. They 
no doubt wonder thab tho Sultan, whom 
they aro taught to regard os tho greatoat of 
all earthly potentates, pormita tho insolent 
dogs to oxiat and oven to exorciao authority 
indireotly in placoa whoro a Chrlatian not 
many yeara ago daro not ahow hia face. Tho 
attack on tho consuls was tho natural effect 
of the wrath of these proud aonB of the de- 
sert at what they regarded aa tho indigni- 
ties they wero compolled to Bubmit to 
through the influence of tho hatod and de- 
spised Christians of the West. 

Tho time haa evidently como when tho 
Mahomedans muat bo taught the lesson of 
toloranco. They muat be mado to feol that 
Christians cinnot bo murderod and ;ortured 
and oppreaaod generally with impunity. The 
outrages in Armenia havo raised a fooling in 
Chriatian communities that will not quickly 
Bubaide. Tho politicians may dawdle ovor 
tho matter a little too long for thoir own 
good. The conviction is growing that tho 
unBpeakablo Turk haa been tolerated In 
Europe too long, and that tho Booner ho 
loses hie supremacy in the East tho hotter 
for tho world at largo. Thorc may be socio 
exaggeration in the accounts that como from 
tho Eaat, bub it ia certain that thero ia 
enough truth in thorn to convince milliona 
of Chriatian men that it is wrong to permit 
the Turks any longor to retain tho power 
that thoy have so torribly abuaod. Whether 
the Sultan is morally responsible for tho Ar 
monian maBsaoros and outrages or not ia of 
little consequence. If ho la nob strong 
onough to roatrain tho aemi-barbarians who 
aro nominally under hia authority, it is time 
that power in that region vvoro plaood in tho 
handa of thoao who aro ablo and willlDg to 
uau it for tho good of humanity, 

THE PROGRESS OF THE SOUTH. 

Tho progroaa whioh tho Southern Statoa 
havo been making of lato yoara ia very re- 
markable. Tho inhabltanta aro now dovolop- 
ing thonaourcoa of tho country at a rapid 
rate. They aro Bpinning thoir own cotton, 
thoy aro mining and manufacturing thoir 
own iron, they aro quarrying thoir own 
marble, and thoy aro availing thomeelvoa of 
thoir own forest wealth. Agriculture in tho 
region has undorgono wonderful improve- 
ment, and tho people aro applying them- 
solves with great success to tho cultivation 
of fruit trooa and the markoting of fruit, 
Tho progress of tho country has proved 
that tho abolition of slavery has boon a 
bonefib from a moroly cconomlo point of 
viow. 

Tho international exhibition that in Sep- 
tember Is to be hold at Atlanta, which from 
being a ruiuod villago has grown to bo a 
fino modern city of 110,000 Inbablbants, 
will show tho bromendous strides which tho 
South has m»do alnco tho cloao of tho Groat 
Rebellion. 



NOT "SILLY" AT ALL. 



Our lively contemporary tho Vancouver 
World declares that tho report tht*t Mr. 
Laurier'a " ptrty friends" are caballing to 
dopoao him from tho leadership of the Lib- 
oral party la "silly," and it "smiles" ab 
our attempt to circulate it, We aeo nothing 
ailly about tho report. Tho World knows 
that tho Grits have boen pretty hard on 
their leadora, Tho " party friends " of the 
Hon. Alexander Mackenzie caballed to de- 
pose him from the leadership after he had 
given tho beat of his life to aorve thorn, and 
to thoir diaorodit thoy eucaeedod. There 
are a great many who think that Mr. Mac- 
kenzie was, aa a party leader, a long way 
Mr. Laurior's auporior, and they know that 
he desorved moro of the Liberal party than 
Mr. Lauricr does, or ia ever likely to do, 
yet atill Mr. Mackeczio waa caballed againBb 
by his "party friends." Mr. Blake, to make 
room for whom Mr. Mackenzio waB do- 
poaod, had, ib ia bolieved, many diffi- 
culties with hia "party friends." The 
trcatmont whioh ho received from thom 
did not make hia position at the 
head of tho party bo pleasant and so oaBy 
that ho found ib hard to throw it up. If 
our contemporary thinks ovor tho matter it 
will not bo ao ready to deaignato tho roport 
that tho Grits aro tirod of Mr. Laurior aB 
either ailly or unlikoly. 

THE YOUNGEST REPUBLIC. 

Tho accounts from Hawaii aro contradic- 
tory. We hoar from thoso who aro un- 
friendly to the youngost of tho republics 
that tho ruling class in it is composed of un- 
scrupulous advunturore, who havo no Bup- 
port tn tho country. Their rulo, it ia said, 
ia harah and oppressive, and they are auro 
in the near future to bo forcibly doprlvod of 
the power thoy havo soized. 

Tho friends of tho Republic, on the other 
hand, confidently assort that Ib haB booomo 
firm, and that it Ib going to laab until it la 
merged iu tho Groat Republic. TIioho who 
aro plotting against ita government thoy de- 
clare aro butting tbeir heada againBt a Btono 
wall, and thoso who aBBert that tho peoplo 
are diacontontod and that diaruptlon la near 
either do not know what they aro talking 
about or they are stating what thoy know 
to bo untrue. 

"The busy bodies of thia country," says 
tho Commercial Advortiaer, "bavo about 
tired of talking about ' an oligarchy on its 
last lege ' since every event of tho last two 
yoara haa to thoroughly proved tho fallacy 
of 8uch a claim. During tbo past threo 
montha tho exports in rumorology havo de- 
cided, firs'-, thab thero waa a disruption in 
the cabinet ; second, i hat annexation was a 
farce, moroly a aubteriugo put forward in 
order to hold fat ofiicea ; third, that Minis- 
tor ThurBton wanted to rostoro the mon- 
archy ; and last, but not leaat, that the Citi- 
zans' Guard waa at bIxcs and sovons and 
roady to upsot the present regime when a 
good opportunity offered. Theao are stories 
that have boon embelliahod In ono way and 
anothor to prove that tho Republio of Ha- 
waii is a woak thing, roady to give up with- 
out a strugglo to tho tender mercies of ita 
enemies " 

Tho Advortiaor aaya that all this is the 
merest nonaonso, that tho Govoriiment Ib 
united and that its frionda wore never more 
zoalous in its support than they aro at tho 
prtaont momont.

Tho diligent 
researches of tho reporting staff have, how- 
ever, developed some nows of tho star chamber 
prooeedingB, and by putting the scraps of 
ovidonoo together it ia not ao very difficult 
after all to form a gonoral idea of tho cause 
of tho abrupt termination of tho vory aocrot 
meeting. 

Tho mainspring of all the troublo appears 
to havo boon tho auddon discovery of the 
faot that Trustees Marohant, Glover and 
Lewia had been caucusing for tho further- 
ance of a design to place their own particu- 
lar friends and chums into choice positions 
on the teaohing staff, and for thie purpose 
Intended removing all the teacherB in tho 
Viotoria West school and making Bundry 
othor radical changes In the teaohing stuff 
and salaries in all of the other schools. 

It Beems that thlB doBign was carefully 
and artfully concealed from tho meeting un- 
til the combination hid succoedod in placing 
Mr. J. N. Muir in nomination for tho High 
achool, when, tempted by this temporary 
B iccess, tbo full p a. i of the caucuB waa ir. 
discreetly revealed. Tho remaining met | 
l>era of tho board on discovering the 
t'ick that had boon pUyoi upon 
them were indignant at the unfuir 
holo in-the corner durk lantern method of 
doing business, and very promptly they sat 
upon tho achemora and adjourned tho meet- 
ing. 

The Colonist has boon unable to discover 
how tho alleged promotion of Mr. Muir to 
the High school oamo to bo mado public. 
Hia removal to the High school is now 
known to havo boon one of the exigencies 
of the caucusing party ami consequently ia 
not likoly to be approved by a majority of 
tho board.

In 
order to gain admittance to most of these 
interiors you have to pay a franc, and she 
remembered now with a sudden burst of

When they hail looked at the Tintorettos 
through the whole history of the Testa- 
ment, from I he "Annunciation" down 
ntairs with the childlike Madonna to the 
"Ascension"' in tht) large hall on the upper 
landing, they turned to go out and resume 
their places in the attentive gondola. And 
here a new misfortune lay in wait for Mrs. 
Hesslegrave. 'Twas a day of evil chances. 
For as she and Rufus Mortimer took their 
seats in the stern on those neatly padded 
cushions which rejoiced her soul, Kath- 
leen, to her immense surprise and no small 
internal annoyance, abruptly announced 
her intention of walking home over the 
bridge by herself, so as to pass the color 
shop in the Calle San Moise. She wanted 
some ultramarine, she said, for the picture 
she was going lo paint in the corner of the 
Giudecca. Ofcourse Arnold Willoughby in- 
sisted mi accompanying her, and so to com-

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AMONG THE MOUNTAINS. 



A "Colonist" Correspondent Starts 
on an Expedition Into Hitherto 
Unexplored Territory. 



Bieh in Scenic Beauties and the 
Source of Golden Laden 
Mountain Streams. 

Neak the Head of Cameron River, 
Juno 12 — Your correspondent: in company 
with D. S. MoKeozle, of Vancouver, left 
Nanaimo on tho !)ch with a comploto pros- 
pecting outfit and Bufliciont " (*rub " for a 
month or more in the mountains, Aotiug 
on a firm reoolvo to give tho readers of the 
Colonist a view cf a section about which 
considerable interest has beon manifested, 
and portions au yet unexplorul, wo proceed 
ed oc tho Alberui road around Cameron luke 
to a point where, by swinging up over an in 
side rango, we can reach tho peaks which 
feod China, Franklin and Nitinat crooks 
This will givo us a tramp through as wild 
ground as c^n bo found in British Columbia, 
and as our routo will cub at almost right an- 
gles the one or two methods of ontry known 
as " possible," we should see somo places as 
yot unknown to even tho prospector or hun 
tor. So far tho trip has boon ono continuous 
panorama of sconic gems, calculated to do 
light thu soul of any lover of nature in her 
wildest and most pictureequo moods. 

Cameron lake itself is a body of water the 
charm of which it would ba hard indeed to 
rival. A milo or more in width and some 
twelve or thirteon miloB long, its wators are 
of great depth and purity. Whan wo came 
in sight of ic a gontlo broe/.o was rippling its 
surface, which sparkled like a rich jewel in 
its sotting of stoop fir clad slopos, lioyond 
which leaped up a rango of time-riven peakB, 
whilo far beyond Mount Arrowsmith roared 
aloft his snow clad crown like a giant 
sontinol ovor miles of country as yot un- 
prcsaed by tho foot of man. 

So far as known all tho streams fod from 
tho mountain contain "colors" of the 
precious metal. It yet remains to bo seen 
what treasures lie hidden beneath thai 
ragged breait only awaiting tho wave of 
that magic wand, tho minor's piok, to pour 
forth the goldon oro to tho world's avenuoe 
of trade. 

But even now the snow lies too doop, and 
in any event our way lies in another direc- 
tion. A long, rough way but to bo gladly 
struggled over for a chance to knock at tho 
door of tho treasure-houBe from which tho 
woatorn slopos draw thoir supply.

Hoping to havo something of in- 
terest to tell you whon we come out, wo say 
good nighb I J. F. Bledsoe.

Arrival of tho " Tacoma "— The '*Warrlmoo" 
on an Extended Boute.

The drop ourtaiu of tbo theater, a 
fcawny painted glare of ponderous im- 
possibilities, whereon nymphs und satyrs

Tho ponderous curtain 
lifted, tho crimson portiere parted, and 
the little figure in simple white tripped 
forward. 

So modest and so simple was Cissio 
Loftns. Tho frock she wore — it was not 
a "gown" — reminded ono of tho frocks 
wo used to dress our dolly in — the very 
best "frock" wo put on tho very best 
wax dolly when we had combed out the 
early wig and when wo held her very 
straight that the round, blue eyes might 
look out at you very straight, our very 
best Sunday dolL The little "frock" 
that Cissie Loftus wore came down 
neatly to tho tinkles — simply mado, of 
fine cambric and lace. Her hair, brown, 
urly hair, fell neatly on either sido of 
her face, brushed away in littlo curls 
from the forehead. She bowed sweetly to 
tho big brawny audience, and as the 
music paused announced tho first of her 
impersonations, Ada Rohan. 

It w: admirably done. I could imag- 
ine 1 was again before tho great lit gar- 
don scene in "Twelfth Night," and 
again hearing the pleading voice of 
Viola : 

By innocence I swear, and by my youth, 
1 havo ono heart, one bosom and one truth. 
The impersonations followed rapidly. 
And I have learned her history. She 
was hard at work in tho London Music 
hall when Mr. Justin Huntly McCarthy, 
tho son of the historian, saw her. In tho 
words of our own James Russell Lowell,

Loved I not honor more. 
They are poor — Mr. and Mrs. Justin 
Huntly McCarthy. "Qu* importer What 
floes it matter?' ' said the noblest French- 
man. For tho bravo littlo woman helps 
her husband, und the noble gentleman 
struggles and works "for a woman's 
lake. ' ' Lucy Cleveland.
